ET  Members,  Region  10  Supervisors  and  the  RICT, 


We  have  been  contacted  by  HQ,  several  Regions  and  FEMA  to  actively  support  response 
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efforts  associated  with  several  on-going  disasters.  By  this  message,  I am  activating  our 
Regional  Incident  Coordination  Team  (RICT).  Prior  to  contacting  staff  about  potential 
deployment,  our  standard  operating  guidance  requires  contacting  management  to  alert  and 
notify  you  of  the  RICT  activation  and  that  we  will  be  reaching  out  to  Incident  Management  Team 
(IMT)  and/or  Response  Support  Corps  (RSC)  volunteers  ‘in  good  standing’  once  specific 
information  pertaining  to  the  expertise  needed  and  other  pertinent  details  are  known. 


The  details  below  provide  information  about  the  deployments  to  date.  No  one  from  our  RSC 
has  been  asked  to  deploy  but  we  anticipate  that  there  may  be  specific  needs/expertise  as  more 
information  about  these  disasters  is  obtained.  Our  intent  once  we  receive  this  information  will 
be  to  enlist  RICT  member  involvement,  working  with  Wendy  Adams,  our  RSC  Coordinator,  to 
tentatively  identify  individuals  that  would  be  available,  willing  and  able  to  work  here  in  the  REOC 
or  in  the  disaster-impacted  areas. 


RIO  Regional  Emergency  Operations  Center  (REOC)  Activation  to  Coordinate  Ongoing 
EPA  Region  10  ER  Operations  and  Requests  for  Support  to  HQ/R6/R8/R9 

Due  to  the  various  cross  Regional  incidents  that  are  being  actively  supported  by  Region  10,  the 
REOC  has  been  activated  (as  of  14  August  2015)  to  begin  coordinating  all  emergency  response- 
related  activities  on  behalf  of  the  Region.  These  personnel  are  coordinating  deployments  on  the 
Region’s  behalf  to  ensure  the  health  and  safety  of  the  responder;  we’re  accurately  financing  and 
tracking  travel  and  PPL+;  and,  issuing  special  equipment  (if  needed).
